There are many causes operating to 
bring about that condition of affairs, 
so prevalent in every State of the 
Union, which results int unhappy 
homes and a multiplicity of divorces. 
These results spring from no chance 
combination of circumstances. There 
is some occult cause, hidden from the 
sight of the careless observer, which 
makes possible the crumbling and 
decay of the domestic life in so many 
homes, and the frequent separation of 
the marriage tie, the perpetuity of 


which should be held as sacred. Vice, 


+the best writers 


immorality and unfaithfulness are not 
alone responsible for all the broken 
homes in the land. There are causes 
back of these not less fraitful 
of evil, and not less dangerous because 
they are in a great measure unperceived 
and unrecognized. To discover these 
causes and to define them so that their 
existence shall be recognizéd and the 
danger to be apprehended from them be 
fully realized, is a work worthy of seri- 
ous consideration. Let us look at it. 
First of all, the marriage relation i is en- 
tered upon too lightly, The great work 
of preparation is not half completed be- 
\ fore its responsibilities are assumed. 
No mere beauty of person, no amount 
of showy accomplishments, are, of 
themselves, a sufficient basis for har- 
monious relations and enduring regard 
in the married state. There must be 
something underlying these. Marriage 
gives a practical meaning to life; it 
tones down its roseate hues; it brings 
struggles, trials, difficulties, dis- 
appointments, and to those in the 
ordinary ranks of society, ‘the stern con- 
flict necessary for acquiring a compe- 
tence. When the delightful poetry of 
courtship is turned into the practical 
prose of every-day life, there must be 
that within the husband andthe wife 
which shall still mutually attract and 
bind them together. There must be a 
capacity for companionship that shail 
please and endear. 

In looking for the causes so largely 
productive of unhappiness inthe mar- 
riage relation, we shall find that they 

‘almost universally antedate the period 
of marriage. First of all we assume 
that education is at fault. 
hold established on the basis of ignor- 
ance can become a typically happy 
home. And what does education ordi- 
narily do for our L men and our 
young women? at do they gener- 
ally gain from their prescribed course of 
study beyond a mere knowledge of the 
necessary poke? Are they taught 
habits of observatio Are they trained 
to think? Are they made familiar with 
d thinkers of the 
age? Is it not a fact recognized by in- 
telligent observers that our boys and 
girls leave our schools and seminaries 
and colleges in a state of astonishing 
ignorance of great authors and writers, 
and of that practi and comprehen- 
sive knowledge which goes to make up 
the really intelligent man or woman ? 
The best years of a girl’s life are those 
which intervene between the time of 
her leaving school and her marriage. 
They are years full of grace and of 
beauty; full of gracious opportunities 
for gathering up practical and useful 
knowledge, for — the interior 
woman, whose ze bad that shall give 
to her that culture and that true educa- 
tion that lend, to womanhood a grace 
more winning than beauty, and more 
enduring than the simple charm of 
youthfulness. With the proper educa- 


tion of the head, the hand and the

Wednesday, March 25.— 
‘The Second Annual Citrus Fair of 
Riverside was opened to the public at 
noon to-day. So quiet, so free from 
confusion or bustle was the preparation 
that those who had been about the 
building most of the time since Tues- 
day morning, when work began, could 
hardly realize that it was an accom- 
plished fact. Nearly everything was in 


| place at the opening here except the 


dried and preserved fruit exhibits and 


the ladies employed themselves at well 
into the afternoon. 

Five tables, sixty feet long, placed 
parallel and running almost the length 
of the pavilion, held the displays of 
citrus fruits. A table across the head 
of the hall was devoted to dried, canned 
and preserved fruits, apples, nuts, a 
collection of stuffed birds and other 
oddities not coming strictly within the 
province of a citrus fair, but all in- 
teresting. 

A BIRD’S-EYE VIEW. 

No attempt had been made at a gen- 
eral decoration of the hall further than 
the hanging of some luscious clusters of 
oranges about the walls. It was as well 
perhaps that the attention was not 
diverted from the main attraction on 
the five long tables. Covered with 
white muslin and loaded with rig 
lemons and limes, interspersed wi 
evergreens and flowers of de 
hues, they formed a 
rare attractiveness. There were 
oranges in pyramids, in mounds, in 
squares, in boxes, baskets and crates; 

oranges in pagodas, in tripods, in horse- 
shoes (for luck); oranges pendant, 
recumbent and strident, and oranges 
on plates. Everywhere upon the tables 


shines the bright gold—the Australian 


gold of the lemons, the Guinea gold of 
the oranges, vieing with each other in 
luxuriance. There was little use for 
the deep green of the cypress, the scar- 
let of the roses and geraniums and the 
many hues of the paler flowers, unless 
it was to relieve the eye of the, uni- 
versal glitter. 
A STUDY. 

But a general view of the spectacle, 
however attractive, is not sufficient. 
One must examine the display in detail. 
There is a study in it—a deep and en- 
grossing study for one who is interested 
in the subject of citrusculture. There 
are more than thirty varieties of 
oranges and a dozen varieties of lem- 
ons to be discussed in their distinct 
phases, and many specimens of each 
variety to 
done one has a comprehensive idea of 
all the kinds that are considered worthy 
of propagation in California, and per- 
haps more, Some that are of little 
practical value are introduced to satisfy 
curiosity. 

There is probably no better plan than 
to take the tables in detail and note the 
peculiar and striking features of each 
exhibit. Every one has some novelty 
of product or some fresh idea of ar- 
rangement which precludes a sense of 


features of the fair, as each producer 
has charge of his own exhibit, and his 
ambition to excel, or at least equal, his 
neighbor has full. play. Each entry of | 2 
fruit is tagged with its variety and the 
name of the grower, so that the sight- 


troubling people with questions. 
MB. G. w. GARCELON 

makes one of the most extensive exhib- 
its in the fair. The wall along his sec- 
tion is hung with luxuriant clusters of 
oranges, and the table has fifty-five 
plates of fruit. Sprigs of orange bloom 
interspersed between the fruit fill the 
air with perfume. A plate of oranges 
from Florida buds shows a remarkably 
rich bronze color, entirely foreign to 


also Riverside Navels, Paper Rind and 
Large St. Michaels, and all of the pop- 
ular varieties, besides seedlings. Of 
lemons he exhibits Los Angeles Seed- 
lings, Eureka, Sweet Rind and Garce- 
lon’s Knobby. This last is a variety 
originated by Mr. Garcelon. It is dis- | 
tinctly marked, having at the blossom 
end a long, sharp spike. The rind is 
thin, texture fine and acid equal to the 
best Lisbon. Mr. Garcelon has the 
only tree producing this fruit. Some 
day the variety may become famous. 
MR. E. W. HOLMES, 

who has devoted especial attention to 
the subject of lemon culture, makes a 
fine display in this line, and one 
equally creditable of oranges. He 
shows lemons fresh picked, and those 
gathered last December and thoroughly

The 
last named is a variety originated by 
Dr. Shugart. It is of medium size, rich 
and melting. |

orange grown in California. No ques- 
tion about it.
